Pre-Probable Cause Conciliation and Case Closing

On April 25, 2019, the Federal Election Commission (the “Commission”) found reason to
believe that the Utah State Democratic Committee and Sheila Srivastiva in her official capacity
as treasurer' (the “Committee”) violated 52 U.S.C. § 30104(a) and (b) and 11 C.F.R. § 104.3(a)
and (b) when it failed to accurately and timely disclose receipts from a joint fundraiser.? On
June 5, 2019, the Commission approved a Conciliation Agreement

! At the time of the Commission’s findings, Peter Corroon was the Committee’s treasurer. On July 31, 2019,

the Committee amended its Statement of Organization to name Srivastiva as its treasurer.
